Tur Kaleid Ummed, of the 30th of January, after much 
that is reprint, publishes the following under the heading 
 Peshawur :”—*‘ On the 16th of January, 1869, one Hajee 
Mahomed Khan, an old servant of the Sirdar Azim Khan, 
who was going on a pilgrimage, and was accompanied by five 
horsemen, arrived from Cabul, and rested at the serai. of 
Nazir Khair-ool-lah Khan. He was ordered by. the Sirkar 
(Government officers) to leave the city. On the 17th, Shah 
Murd Khan, the old Governor of Jellalabad, arrived from 
Cabul, and put up at the Mohullah Jebangirpoora, one of 
the Government places; and Meer Akhore Ahmed Khan, 
Governor of Jellalabad, with Hakeem Khan, Kotwal of the 
same place, having received two lakhs of rupees from the Go- 
vernment, returned to Cabul. Shah Murd Khan algo took 
- two lakhs of rupees and 8,000 muskets, and will leave for Ca- 
bul on the 25th. At Peshawur, an order has been published ta 
the effect that the highroad to Surat will be abolished.” 


Under the heading ‘‘Jummoo” the ‘following appears :—

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Honor’s wish that this prohibition shall be done away with. 
The Agent sent a petition to the Mabarajah; and an answer 
came to the effect that some of His Highness’s: servants 
at Poona had undoubtedly prevented the beoparies from 
exporting grain, but that when it became known to Dewan 
Kirpa Ram, notice was at once given to the Maharajah, with 
the remark that it was neither just nor in accordance with 
the custom of the country—representing at the same time that 
the measure was injurious. The Maharajah is said to have 
written to his Agent stating that the prohibition had been 
removed, and that those who felt so disposed could take their 
stores to the British Government, or anywhere else.” 


The Punjabee Ukhbar, of the 5th of February, opens with a 
notice to the effect that a correspondent in London has sent 
the editor a photograph of Sultan Abdul Azeez Khan, King 
of Turkey, which he points out to his subscribers, and hopes 
that they will have it carefully glazed, and each one give it a 
place in his house. After this follows a history of this King 
from his birth, stating that he has taken the reins of Govern- 
ment into his hands ; and mentions that he went to Persia, 
where there is a tomb of the Huzruth Oosman, and that he 
took an oath on that tomb and.on the Koran, that so long 
as he remained Sultan of Turkey, he would keep his people 
in the greatest comfort; ‘‘ which promise he has kept strictly, 
and has done much for the improvement of his country, 
adopting the wise policy of Europe. He has dismissed all 
religious prejudices, and looks upon all his subjeets in the 
same light; and having seen for himself how things are con- 
ducted in Europe, his great ambition is to do as much for the 
improvement of his own country, and to bring Turkey to that 
state in which it may be looked upon as equal to Europe ;” 
&c., &c. The writer goes on to describe the personal ap- 
pearance of the Sultan ; &€., &e.

| ‘The Zea-ool Ukhbar; of the 10th of February, quotes the: Bom- - 

bay Gazette upon affairs in Central Asia, particularly conoern- 
ing the bearing of the Russians towards.the eldest son of the 
King of Bokhara; who (the son) is not so friendly { towards 
them as some people imagine, as he looks upon them as kafirs 
(unbelievers) ; ‘ &e., &o. - He goes on to say :—" At Bokhara the 
fear and dread of the Russians ‘is so great, that the chief 
officer of the place i is afraid of the lowest Russian, and all respect 
is paid; The Russians go wheresoever they please without 
any fear. The King’s Government (of Bokhara) is very suc- 
cessful, but this is only since the time he considered himself 
a subject of Russia.” This paper remarks, that ‘‘in' Rim 
(Turkey) there will some day be such a disturbance between 
the Mussulmans and Christians that even England will not 
he able to stop it. A part of Turkey i is in Europe, and.a part 
in Asia. The result of this disturbance will be, that, whatever 
is left will be in Asia; because, at the time of this storm, in 
the countries which are in Europe, there are two Christians, 
amongst whom there will be a tribe of Mussulmans, and for 
this reason Islam will not continue; while in ‘Asia Kochuk’? 
two Mussulmans, among whom there will be one tribe of 
Christians, and Christianity will not be able to stand fast. 
But if these people be but educated, let the head be Christian 
or Mussulman, they will remain content in either or both 
States. The King, even now, is not abad one; but the great 
difficulty is, that his orders are only obeyed up to the gates 
of his fort, and those under him are only those wholive to 
wish him well. Throughout the country he -has no power. 
In, the city, many of the Unanees (Greeks) went to the Eng- 
lish Agent, but none benefited by so doing.”

The writer acknowledges that much has been done to check — 
this, but that he does not perceive any good -results arising 
from it, and the evil continues: He goes on to say—“‘ Yes, 
perhaps this has resulted, that under the British rule the 
traffic is somewhat lessened; but the plan adopted by bawds 
now is to go into Independent States, where they can act as 
they please, and young girls who are starving become their 
easy prey; they .are well fed, and treated kindly, so that 
these poor victims think that they have escaped and are 
in Paradise; and if any enquities are made, they wil- 
lingly assert that they are daughters of the people who 
haye inveigled them, and in every way display. their own 
willingness to remain with them. Enough ; itis quite necessary 
that something should be done to prevent this traffic, which 
can now only be carried on in Independent States,: If, al- 
though the Government has called upon all Chiefs: to exer 
themselves in preventing this state of things in their territo- 
ries, only some of them possess the desire of pleasing Govern- 
ment, why should it be so? Some havea habit of saying 
‘yes, yes,’ and never take any more trouble about the mat- 
ter; and why should they do so, when in their own palaces 
there are hundreds of slave girls continually bought and sold ? 
Besides this, the servants of such estates are so cruel and 
cove: ous, that the slightest hope of gaining anything is tempta- 
tion enough for them to assist in such bartering.” The 
writer then instances Mahomed Meer Khan, in whose posses- 
sions there are two or three islands, “*Thissnan does not pay 
tribute to any Chief of Khelat; and although he is not an edu- 
cated man, still he speaks many other languages so well, that 
no one ean look upon him as ign ‘rant. He is brave ; in fact, 
he is good.in every way.; but this custom is so bad in his coun= 
try, that slaves are sold like so many sheep and goats, and-all 
are slaves, instead of seryants. Near Kurrachee, is.a village 
newly peopled by slaves and negroes, who have fled from: that 
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- oountry and settled here since therule of the English’ Govern- 


ment ; and these people look upon it as a place of shelter: since 


they have-settled down there; and in a very short time it has 


become a large village. These people work ‘all day and rest. 
at night, in thele free state,” The’ writer here enters into 
some particulars of the private life of this ‘‘ Jam ‘Sahib;’’ and 
concludes by saying, ‘“ May God put right thoughts into this 
man’s heart, and do away with this evil; and also into the hearts 
of those Chiefs of Hind who are sleeping in their dream of 
negligence and comfort, while daily there is so much tyranny 
exercised over their dependents.. May God bring them toa

Under the sila ** Counsel” the following appears :— 
«‘ Just now the lessening of the choongee tax (town dues), which 
has been caused by the abolition of the tax on printing-cloths, 
&c., &c., in place of which has been resorted to in this city the 
taxing of buildings, is very much against good policy. In the 
first place, the trade of this city (Lucknow) is ‘not -very’ flou- 
rishing ; secondly, all the resources and means of living.the 
Hindoostanees had have been stopped :. for instance, lately, the 
settlement which has taken place with Nepaul has abolished 
the trade in long-cloth. Then, the scarcity of grain from which 
the residents of the city are suffering, requires some thought. 
Enough, then ; if by the advice of some Hindoostanees—who 


by receiving chairs in the Municipal Committee-room have 
gained great honours, and who seem to be quite indifferent to 


the condition of their own countrymen—if by their advice 
this tax is to be levied, the people will pay it, but in the col- 
lection there will bz very great difficulty. ‘When this country 


.'was under native rule, it was quite a different place; and 


athough there were always complaints of misrule, still at that 
time:the country (Oudh) was full of wealth, and‘trade was 
profitable ; but in these times who can speak? In sucha city, 
when at each step is seen some poor and needy soul, a new 
.tax upon building cannot do other than displease the people.

The fact should not be concealed, that after the rebellion, when 
the British rule was re-established here, this tax was levied; then 
the bhands (buffoons), who take up. every cause, wrote ¢hus 
on the subject:—‘Those who fled from place to place, found 
wherever they went both guards and sentries, Plundered and 
well-beaten, they returned to their homes, when naught but 
tickets awaited them.’ The custom is to put asaddle on a 
horse’s back. The discontinuance of the tax on printing-cloths 
ought not to have resulted in a tax on building. Why does 
not the Government, instead of this, make a reduction i in the 
Public Works Department, in order to spare the people the 
pressure of this new tax? for it is a duty of Government 
to look to the people governed ; and we are in hopes that the 
Chief Commissioner will, in his sate iia look to this.” 


Under the heading *‘ Turkistan,” it is said that ‘‘the 
people in general have resolved to kill the Sultan; and in con- 
sequence of this, whenever the Sultan is seen in public, 
those who see him are ordered to lie down with their faces to 
the ground! The Sultan is generally seen out riding, and — 
therefore his horse frequently passes over the bodies of such 
persons, and they die; and because they are helpless, and are 
thus tyrannized over, they, in despair, have resolved upon this ; 
but as yet no one has done anything. The people made an 
assault on the Shah of Russia, but with God’s good-will he 
escaped. Just now-the desire of the Russian king is to possess 
himself of Turkistan, because there is such bloodshed there : 
let us see when it will happen.”? The editor remarks that this 
bit of news appears ‘‘ to be false, because there is great restric- — 
tion of Mahomedan law at Bokhara; and if such were really 
the case, why would those who observe the precepts recognize 
~ guch a tyrant for a ruler?”
